Thanks to the pro bono
work of Graham Green and Dennis Allen of
Sutherland Asbill & Brennan LLP, GSIS's D.C.
incorporation status is now up to date for the
first time since the 1970s. Even better, the
Society was able to take advantage of a brief
amnesty period to correct this problem, meaning
that we were able to avoid thousands of dollars
in penalties and late fees. Thank you to Shaun
Hardy for acting as GSIS’s registered agent in
D.C.

Related, | wanted to give special thanks to the
GSIS treasurer, Lori Tschirhart, who has
jumped through many hoops to obtain a
certificate of reinstatement, new certified
articles of incorporation, and a certificate of
good standing from D.C., all of which are
necessary to operate in today’s banking world.
While GSIS now has official copies of these
documents, the D.C. paperwork is all up to date
as well, meaning that it should be much easier to
obtain these in the future (and for banks to
verify them).

With more
than a dozen local earth-science organizations,
including the Geological Society of America,
the National Center for Atmospheric Research,
NOAA’s Earth System Research Lab and
UNAVCO, we expect an array of exciting
speakers, including scientists, and a large
contingent of local attendees. Field trip details
are still in the early stage, but one option we’re
working on is a fun-filled and educational field
trip to explore the geology of the Front Range
and the history of the Boulder area, which was
founded by gold miners in the mid-1800s.
Potential stops could include Boulder’s iconic
Flatiron rock formations; Dino Ridge in nearby

the famed Morrison Formation (the prolific
bone-beds of which featured prominently in the
history of early paleontology including the Bone
Wars); the Colorado School of Mines mineral
museum in Golden, Colorado; tours of local
scientific institutions; Marshall Mesa, where
coal seam fires have been burning since the
1870s; and possibly even a descent into a gold
mine. Join us for the fun in Boulder, September

The
site aggregates
content (they claim
11.6+ million

articles) from various open access sources and
exposes it for comment and discussion.
ScienceOpen also publishes articles and posters
in its own OA journals, ScienceOpen Research
and ScienceOpen Posters, respectively. The
publisher is a privately-owned organization.

SO Research began publishing in December
2014. Fifty-nine articles have been published to
date. The journal is a catch-all of “research
articles, review articles and opinion articles,
case studies and ‘negative’ results.” Its stated
scope spans the sciences, but biology, medicine,
and chemistry appear to dominate, along with
papers on publishing and scholarly
communication. No geoscience papers have yet
appeared. SO Research is characterized by open,
post-publication peer review. Submissions go
through an initial editorial screening before
appearing online. Authors and editors then
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invite reviewers who publicly review the papers.

Most papers have 2-4 Amazon-style reviews,
though several appear to be still “awaiting peer-
review” several months after publication. There
is an $800 article processing charge, which also
entitles authors to submit two revisions within
12 months.

It is the
official journal of the International Consortium
on Geo-disaster Reduction (ICGdR), an
international, non-governmental scientific
organization based in Japan. Geoenvironmental
Disasters aims to serve as a focus for integrative
studies bridging traditional disciplinary
boundaries of civil engineering, geosciences,
atmospheric sciences, life sciences, disaster
management and mitigation. In spite of its
ambitious aims and a vast editorial board (more
than 125 members!) only 36 articles have
appeared since the journal’s October 2014
launch. Asian studies predominate. The article
processing charge is $980, but
waivers/discounts are provided to authors from
low-income countries
